ON THE MEXICAN BORDER, 


Secretary Grant Says the 
Growing Serious. 

WASHINGTON, December 28.—Acting Secre- 
tary Grant today said that he regarded the 
situation on the Mexican frontier as serious, 
and that the war department was exerting 
itself to prevent further violations of the neu- 
trality laws by Garza's band of revolutionists. 

If necessary to prevent these men from 
crossing backwards and forwards between 
Mexico and the United States, the entire mili- 
tary force under General Stanley’s command 
will be distributed along the north bank of 
the Rio Grande. The United States marshal 
also has unlimited powers in the matter of 
augmenting his posse and will co-operate fully 
with the military authorities in the effort 
to arrest the disturbers of the peace of Mexico. 

Itis within his discretion to employ the 
Texan rangers in this capacity, and as this 
force of armed and mounted police is well 
acquainted with the country and habits of the 
Mexicans along the borders, Assistant Secre- 
tary Grant said the marshal will doubtless 
avail himself of their services. 

It is believed at the war department that 
Garza’s movement is gaining in strength, not- 
withstanding the efforts of the United States 
and Mexican troops to restrain it. 


WILL JOIN GARZA. 


An Armed Body of Men Camped Near 
Tampaquez, Mexico. 


BROWNSVILLE, Tex., December 28.—It is 
reported that a party of armed men are 
camped near Tampaquez ranche on the divid- 
ing line of Cameron and Hidelys counties. 
They are under command of Francis 
Anedando, a deserter m the Mexican 
army, and it is supposed they intend joining 
the Garza outlaws. Alamo, the Mexican who 
committed murders on Padre island, Tex., 
and who was arrested by the Mexican authori- 
ties and was being held pending the issue of 
extradition papers, escaped with five others 
from Matamoras jail last night and crossed 
the river to Texas to join Anedando’s band. 
Garza’s men are reported to be hidingina 
chapparal.

INSANE FROM THE GRIP. 


Newell Minor Commits Suicide in Phila- 
delphia—Rayages of the Disease. 

PHILADELPHIA, December 28.—While tempor- 
arily i”sanefrom grip, Newell J. Minor, aged 
thirty-five years, living at Rome, N. Y., and em- 
ployed by the Armour Beef Company of Chicago, 
as an auditor, committed suicide in a Turkish 
bath tub establishment here today by shooting 


himselfin the right breast with a forty-two-caliber 
revolver. Heentered the bathing establishment 


| today, and after engaging accommodations, sent 


a note to a friend asking him to come to him. The 
friend found him unwell and complaining of be- 
ing broken upwith the grip. While getting a 
drink of water for the sick man, the vidio 
heard a shot, and, returning quickly to the apart- 
ment, found that Minor had shot himself. ath 
ensued almost instantly.

DEATH OF JUDGE JACOB DAVIS, 


An Old Georgian Dies of Paralysis in 
Washington. 

WASHINGTON, December 28 —Judge Jacob R, 
Davis, died on Sunday at his home, 17 K_ street, 
northeast, in the eighty-second year of his age. 
The cause of his death was paralysis. He had 
been living in Washington since the close of the 
war, when he moved here from Georgia. Judge 
Davis published The Signal at Dahlonega before 
the war, and was also superintendent of the Dah- 
lonega mint, being appointed to the position by 
President Pierce. Judge Davis was the first sec- 
retary of the grand chapter of Royal Arch Masons 
in Georgia. 


HE WORE A RED CRAVAT

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., December 28.—Half a dozen 
cowboys took possession of a south-bound pas- 
senger train on the International and Great 
Northern railroad forty miles north of here last 
night.

The Sun’s Cotton Review. 

NEw YORK, December 28.—Futures opened 
eight to nine points lower, quickly recovered five 
to six points, presently declined, further de- 
clined, partially recovered, closing steady at about 
the opening prices. Bulls were called upon to wade 
still more deeply intothe murky waters of ada- 
versity. The early decline was not more than was 
expected, hardly so much, in fact, and some re- 
duction in receipts at ports and interior towns 
last week, both falling before last year, led to 
buying to cover contracts for the turn which 
carried up May contracts from 8 to 8.06 cents. 
Then it was said that New Orleans estimated re- 
ceipts there tomorrow at 28,000 to 30,000 bales and 
the éarly advances was soon lost. 

Calls for additional margins were not responded 
toin many cases and led to continued selling 
which forced a further decline and brought in 
“stop orders,” under which January sold down to 
7.34 cents, or more than 2 cents below\the highest 
figure in October. An active business was done 
in exchanging the early for the late months and 
8.5 cent points were paid between January and 
July. The depression in January was said to be 
due largely to the expiring of certificates and 
necessity of reinspection at some expense. Port 
receipts for the current week were estimated at 
230,000 bales. Spot cotton was 3-16 cents lower.

A REJECTED LOVER 


Murders the Family of the Woman Who 
Had Rejected Him.

The burning of the entire family of William 
Pearsall], in the latter’s house, in Wayne 
county, near Goldsboro, is the most horrible 
event of the holiday season. The house, it is 
reported, was observed to be on fire, but by the 
time the neighbors reached there it was a pile 
of timbers.

It is now discovered that all the family were 
mufdered and the house set on fire and 
that jealousy and revenge were the 
motives of the crime.

It was in the avi- 
dence that Pearsall and Thompson rode home 
together on the night of the crime, leaving 
Goldsboro in Pearsa!l’s wagon, that the house

two hours later Thompson was seen again in a 
low barroom in Goldsboro, The people are 
terribly stirred up by the crime all over the 
county, and Thompson will have to be closely 
guarded to save him from lynching.

TWO AMENDMENTS 


Which the Legislature Proposed to Sub- 
mit to the People 


TQ PROVIDE FOR ANNUAL SESSIONS 


Have Defects Which Render Them 
Inoperative. 


SUBMITTED TO THE ATTORNEY GENERAL, 


Who Hasa Knotty Question to Decide. 
What Governor Northen Has to 
Say About the Matter. 


THe CoNnsTITUTION printed yesterday a 
summary of Hon. Lewis Garrard’s article on 
defective legislation. He makes the point that 
two of the acts proposing constitutional 
amendments are imperfect, in that they pro- 
pose to amend paragraphs which are not to be 
found in the constitution. 

One proposes to amend article 2, section 4, 
paragraph 3, of the constitution so as to pro- 
vide for annual sessions of the general assem- 
bly. The other proposes to amend article 2, 
section 4, paragraph 6 of the constitution so as 
to limit sessions of the legislature to fifty days. 

Both refer to article 2, section 4, which has 
only two paragraphs, and those two refer toa 
totally different subject. Article 3is plainly 
the one intended, for it is devoted exclusively 
to the legislative department of the govern- 
ment. Furthermore, if we turn to its fourth 
section, we find that its third paragraph pro- 
vides for biennial sessions of the legislature, 
and its sixth paragraph provides that sessions 
of the general assembly shall not be 
longer than forty days, unless extended 
by a two-thirds vote of both houses. There is 
another article devoted to the legislature, but 
it refers exclusively to the taxing power of the 
general assembly, and has only two sections. 
The only article in the constitution touching 
the legislature, and having a fourth section 
with paragraphs 3 and 6, is the third article; 
and in that the paragraphs named fit precisely 
and unmistakably the subject matter of the 
proposed constitutional amendments. It is 
impossible, then, fora man with the constitu- 
tion in his hand tobe in doubt as to what 
is the purport of these amendments. Be- 
yond question they are intended to apply as 
Mr. Garrard suggests, to article 3, section 4 
and paragraphs 3 and 6 respectively. Only in 
changing these paragraphs can the object de- 
clared in the captions of the acts be attained. 

Yesterday a visit was made to the secretary 
of state’s office to find whether the 
errors in the printed copy of 
the acts of the last legislature 
exist in the original bills which were passed 
by the two houses and signed by the governor. 
The two bills were referred to and found to 
contain the errors in the printed copy. Both 
referred to article 2, instead of article 3, of the 
constitution. 

It was found that the original did not con- 
tain the expression, ‘constitution of 1887’ for 
“constitution of 1877,’’ as it occurred in the 
printed copy. That was a typographical error 
and does not affect the law.’ 

But the most important error, the naming 
of article 2 for article 3, is there in the 
original bills, beyond the shadow of a doubt. 
Both bills were introduced by Mr. Wheeler, of 
Walker county, and both were referred to the 
general judiciary committee. On the back 
each bill bears the favorable report of the 
committee in the sterotyped form: ‘Do pass, 
Hill, chairman.’’ On the back of each bill was 
also written in blue pencil: “Special order 
October 7th, at 11 o’clock.’’ 

The two bills were considered together be- 
cause they related totwo parts of the same 
subjects, and it took the two features to make 
either effective as intended. 

It is very strange that this bill should have 
run the gauntlet of two committees and two 
houses with this error, butit did, and was 
signed by the governor. 

Effect of the Errors. 

Now, the question is, will these clerical er- 
rors in the bills make them inoperative? Will 
the lapse be fatal when itis known beyond 
doubt what the legislature was voting to 
amend? 

This question will be submitted to the attor- 
ney general. 

Governor Northen was asked what he would 
do with these two imperfect bills and replied: 

‘The clerical errors mentioned by Mr, 
Garrard are in the original bills introduced in 
the house. These two were among the 175 
bills which the legislature left for me to sign 
in three days. Among these were several ob- 
jectionable bills which required a good deal of 
attention, like the school bill,for instance, and 
gome of them I had to veto. It was out of the 
question under the circumstances for me to 
verify reference in all those bills. If there 
had been more time I would have 
done 80, but as it was I 
worked day and night and just got through. 
At the same time Governor Hill was here and 
I could not omit the courtesy due from tbe 
executive of one state to the executive of an- 
other, 

“T will submit the matter tothe attorney 
general. Off hand it would seem impossible 
to amend a constitutional paragraph which 
does not exist, but it may be that the attorney 
general will find the intention of the general 
assembly so plain as to be unmistakable. If 
he thinks so, and that it may be submitted to 
the people by correcting the clerical error, and 
I can satisfy myself that that view is correct, 
then it will be submitted to the peuple. But 
until I am satisfied that this can one, I do 
not propose to spend five or six hundred dol- 
lars advertising these amendments. 

‘In regard to the propriety of a fifty-day 
session, I do not like the idea of 
hasty work. I think we should 
put our legislators on salaries. AJl 
the other state officers are on salaries, and 
why not they? If that were done and 
free passes were withdrawn, I don’t think 
they would stay here too long.” 

Why the Short Session Is Practicable. 

Mr. Garrard’s article is principally devoted 
to an argument against the fifty-day session. 
He shows that deducting Sundays, holidays 
and the number of days consumed in organi- 
zation, inauguration of the governor, glection 
of judges and solicitors, and occasionally the 
election of a United States senator, only 
thirty-four days are left for the actual work of 
Then he makes a point thata 
bill requires seven days to pass when not com- 
mitted, and about ten days when it is com- 
mitted, provided there is no opposition. In 
this state of affairs, he argues if there should 
come up an important measure, involving the 
rights of the people on the one side and the 
corporations on the other, with the house 


-alinost equally divided, it would be possible’ 


by obstructive tactics to delay action on an 
important bill until the time of the session 
expired. 

Mr. Garrard overlooks twoimportant facts. 


First, the measure so pending would not be 
| killed, but would come up as unfinished ‘busi- 


| ness in the second session. 


| 


Second, one of ty 
other propesed constitutional amendmonts, 
which Mr. Garrard does not criticise, relieves 
the legislature of an immense mass of corpota- 
tion work by sending it to the office of the 
secretary of state, where charters of banks, 
insurance, canal, navigation, express and telo- 
graph companies, etc., will be issued under 
general laws. It was estimated that 
two-thirds of the bills were of this class of feg- 
islation. | 

Now, if this amendment hecomes 4 law, as 
it doubtless will, the legislature will be re- 
lieved of a large part of its work. Many of 
these charters were many pages in length and 
had to be read three times atan expense of a 
hundred dollars an hour. By taking the mass 
of detail work out of the legislative depart- 
ment, a great deal of time is saved. 

Now let us see what the legislature has in 
the way of sessions now. The custom 
is for a legislature to set forty days at its first 
session and adjourn over to summer, and at 
the adjourned ‘session to set ninety to ono 
hundred days. The two years have settings cf 
one hundred and thirty to one hundred and 
forty days, say on the average sixty-seven 
daysa year. The proposed amendment allows 
tifty days a vear, and with it goes an amend- 
ment relieving the legislature of more than 
half the routine work it now has to do,

Tom Jones Has His Son Locked Up Charged 
with Stealing His Watch.

Tom Jones, a well-known character around 
town, yesterday ordered the arrest of his son 
Walter for stealing his watch. He said that the 
boy had stolen his watch and pawned it. The 
boy admitted that he had pawned the watch and 
produced the ticket for it, but claimed that the 
manner in which he became into possession of it 
could not be a case of theft. 

The boy seemed to have just about the same 
opinion about his father that the latter entertains 
toward him. After the boy was arrested and 
locked up he told his side of the story. 

He said thathis father had made him drunk 
both Saturday and sunday.

L..E. Shipp.” Held, that the testa- 
tor’s son, J. T. Eckles, took a vested remainder, 
as tenantin common with the other two children, 
in the specific realestate here mentioned, and 
that his undivided one-third interest was subject 
to levy and sale as his property before the death 
of the tenant for life. eld, also, that the testa- 
tor having been dead more than ten years when 
the sale took place, the assent of the executrix, 
who was the tenant for life, may be presumed to 
this devise in ber own favor as such tenant and 
in favor of the remaindermen. Held, also, that 
an administrator with a will annexed appointed 
after her death, which occurred some time subse- 


quent to the sale, did not have = an 
title as against the purchaser at suc 
sale, or any right to administer 


the interest of such purchaser in the premises, or 
to sell such interest, together with the other two 
undivided thirds, for distribution. Held, also, 
thatan order of the court of ordinary grantin 
leave to sell for distribution and the payment o 
debts, on a petition of the administrator to sell 
for distribution only, conferred no power on the 
aiministrator to make sale of an interest .to 
which be had no title, and which had by the 
sheriif’s sale ceased to belong to the person to 
whom it was devised. Held, also, that the pur- 
chaser was not affected by any equities which 
arose amongst the original tenants in common, or 
between the executrix and the one whose interest 


he had purchaaed at the sheriff’s sale, by reason 
of the failure of such one to repay money bor- 


rowed from the execntrix or life tenant.

THE NEW YORE MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, December 28.—The stock market 
today, after anextended holiday, showed its inherent 
strength, while the postponed business of the last few 
days made transactions for the day the largest of any 
day since the present rise began. Improvement in 
values, however, while very marked in a few stocks, 
was not in general commensurate with the amount of 
business done, and the advance was not so steady as it 
has been for the last week or two. The demand was, 
in a great measure, made by the shorts, who put out 
their lines during last week, but while new buying 
was large and influential, realizing on profits accrued 
during last month was sufficient to give the marketa 
heavy temper at times, and some ofthe leading shares 
are even fractionally lower this evening, while New 
York Central is over 1 per cent lower. This was, in a 
great measure, due to the heavy pressure brought 
to bear upon the property by the bear contingent, 
their hope evidently being the rapid selling off of this 
most prominent stock after its late heavy rise, to in- 
fluence the general list unfavorably, and so make a 
hait in the remarkable advance which has now lasted 
so long. The effort, however, met with absolutely no 
success, and Lake Shore rose 1'4 per cent at one 
time from its opening, while the strength of the rest 
of the market remained unimpaired except by realiza- 
tions during the day. The Gould shares were more 
prominent in dealings than for some time, while they 
were also strong features of the day, the Missouri 
Pacific taking the lead in the forenoon, andthe Union 
Pacific, toward the close, coming up with a rush 
which placed it upon a materially higher level than on 
Thursday. None of the other leading shares dis- 
oaths any marked strength, but Omaha common con- 

ued its upward movement and scored the largest 
bet advance of any stock during the day. Asaru'e, 
usually active stocks moved within very narrow limits, 
when the volume of business is considered, many 
being traded in over a range less than ‘4 of 1 per cent.

NEW YORK, December 28.—[Special.J—An intelli- 
gent comparison of the wéekly figures, as made up to 
last Friday evening, is diffienlt in consequence of the 
holidays. The Chronicle statement for the six days 
makes the plantation movement 255,000 bales, against 
814.000 bales for the seven days last year, which would 
indicate a weekly plantation movement of about 14,00 
bales less than 1890. The total crop in sight up to 
Thursday evening is 6,112,000 bales, against 5,604,000 
bales at the same time last year. The total receipts 
last week are about 258,000 bales, against 268,000 
bales last year, but the movement for Saturday and 
today will probably aggregate only 70,000 bales, against 
100,000 bales last year. This is the first real fall- 
ing off that the movement has shown, and its indfea- 
cations will not be regarded as conclusive unless the 
same ratio of decrease is maintained after the holiday 
season. The weekly report of the print cloth market 
at Fall River, published in yesterday’s Tribune, reads 
as follows: “The stock of print cloths now on hand 
is only nominal, being equal to three days’ produc- 
tion. The feeling among manufacturers and opera- 
tives is better at time than at any period 
within two years, and the advancing prices of mill 
stocks are a sufficient indication of how the prospects 
are regarded by investors.’’ In the absence of any mar- 
ket in Liverpool or official advices from there, trading 
in New York today has reflected solely the view taken 
of the situation by our local operators. At the open- 
ing the demoralization following Bradstreets’ report of 
Thursday continued, and there was a considerable 
liquidation of long cotton made at a decline of from 9 
@19 points as compared with Thursday. This over, 
however, ® sharp recoyery ensued asa result of the 
the lighter receipts and investment buying. March 
sold as low as 7.70 and as high as 7.76 before 12 o’clock. 
By that hour the equilibrium had been re-established, 
and prices were quict some 2@3 points below the high- 
est, It had been feared that large selling orders would 
be received here today for Liverpool account, but such 
has not been the case. Our cables are to the effect 
that the Liverpool market has fully discounted the cer- 
tainty of an American supply of 8,250,000 bales and the 
possib.lity of 8,400,000 bales, and we doubt if the Brad- 
streets report will have much effect, especially if re- 
ceipts commence to fall off. During the afternoon the 
neryousness of the market precipitated fresh liquida- 
tion, the improvement ofthe morning was lost and a fur- 
ther decline of 344 points was established. Towards 
the close, however, greater steadiness developed, and 
the finish was almost firm at about opening prices, 
The day has been one of no little strain, and anticipa- 
tions gf tomorrow’s Liverpool market vary widely. 
The best opinions seem to be that, inasmuch as a fuil 
response to our declinesince Thursday of 30 points 
means 4d or lower for the near positions in Liverpool, 
it is hardly likely that this figure will be reached. 
Conservative estimates of receipts for the week are 
210,000 to 220,000 bales, against 203,000 bales last year. 
If these figures are not exceeded more stable markets 
may, we think, be looked for. 

Lehman Bros.’ Cotton Letter. 

By private wire to Youngblood & Haas. 

NEW YORK, December °%8.—Our markets this morn- 
ing opened undecided and to all intents and purposes 
at a decline which had hardly been as great as was ex- 
pected, people here generally having anticipated very 
heavy selling ordera from Europe because of the close 
of Liverpool making this the only market in which 
action might have been taken. As it was, prices very 
soon after the call improved, anc at one time were not 
far from Thursday’s closing. Later in the day; how- 
ever, the very heavy estimates from New Orleans for 
tomorrow caused values rapidiy to give way some 
three or four points below the opening quotations, 
Subsequently a slight recovery was made on the re- 
vision of Saturday’s receipis, which were only 20,000 
against early estimates and cables to Europe of 35,000 
to 37,000 bales for that day. On this showing we close 
very steady and values are exactly as they were at the 
start this morning. We have simply to say that, dis- 
regarding the estimate which has created so much de- 
moralization, we feel today as ifwe were never better, 
and believe that, even admitting a much larger vield 
than we ourselves personally look for, prices are low 
enough now. It may be that under this tremendous 
pressure and heavy losses which our longs have ex- 
perienced a further decline may first prevail, but in 
the end we are certainly favorable to the article and 
think we shall see a good recovery in the course of 
time. There is some value tothe articie and we have 
always found that extremes follow either encouraging 
or discouraging advices. We shall digest whatever 
cotton comes into sight and unless the tendency for the 
future is to a higher range again we believe the south 
must restrict its operations through force of necessity. 
Seven and a half cents here means barely 6 cents to the 
producer and we have not heard that the article can be 
raised for this price, and when such conditions come 


into play we believe that we are safe in encouraging 
action on the buil side, which we unhesitatingly do 


now.

Lamson Bros, & Co.'s Grain Letter. 
By Private Wire to Youngblood & Haas. 

CHICAGO, December 28.—The lack of interest that 
usually prevails during the holiday season is the prin- 
cipal feature of our markets at present. Foreign 
markets seem to be in about the same condition, very 
little doing by exporters and speculators. 

Receipts continue liberal and stocks are large and as 
is usually the case a dull market with these conditions 
means lower prices. There isa general desire among 
merchants and other business branches, as is the cus- 
tom, to even up and be ready to start anew with the 
beginning ofthe year. 

The manufacturing interest of Great Britain and the 
cotton interest of the southern states owing to the low

“The Devil Quotes Scripture.” 

We observe that the republican press and 
some of our esteemed mugwump contempor- 
aries are laying great stress on a recent let- 
ter of Mr. W. J. Arkell, the proprietor of 
Judge, in which he says of Governor Hill as 
a presidential possibility: 

Big as Mr. Hill is in New York, the better el- 
ement of the party is against him, and the coun- 
try outside of New York cares very little about 
him. Mr. Blaine would beat him out of his under- 
clothing. I am not so sure that Mr. Blaine or 
General Harrison could beat Cleveland. 

Mr. Arkell is an excellent gentleman, 
but a thorough republican, and is the part- 
nerof Mr. Russell Harrison, son of the 
president. 

Is it good policy for democrats to go to 
republican editors and almost to President 
Harrison’s household, for advice as to who 
should be nominated to carry the standard 
of the democracy in 1892? Of course Mr. 
Arkell will continue to do, as he is now 
doing, through his well-known publications, 
his utmost to advance the interests of the 
republican party, and it may be well under- 
siood that his views as to the policy of the 
democratic party will not be in decided 
favor with those who have the success of 
the party at heart. 

Mr. Hill may or may not be the man for 
the party to nominate. If it develops that 
he is strongest with the delegations from 
New York, New Jersey, Indiana and Con- 
necticut, then he should be nominated.

The Problem of the Cotton Planters. 

The problem of the cotton planters is 
everybody’s problem, and it is a very serious 
one, The planters are suffering, not only 
from the effects of overproduction, but 
from the effects of overspeculation, for 
which they are not responsible. During the 
past two years more bales of cotton have 
been bought and sold on paper than the 
farmers of the south can produce in fifty 
years. The talk about overproduction is 
not illuminating. According to Mr. Ellison 
and other experts, the big crop of 1889-90 
Was just about equal tothe world’s demands, 
and it is well known that the world’s con- 
* sumption has steadily kept up with the in- 
creased supply. There is no doubt that the 


a “Jast two crops have been too large for the 


comfort of those who produce cotton, but 
there is another explanation of the phenom- 
enally low prices, 

Farmers who read the newspapers have 
frequently been advised of the marked sym- 
pathy existing between the price of silver 
and the price of cotton. Tables showing 
the relation between the two articles have 
been printed time and again, showing that 
they rise or fall together, with little or no 
variation. When, therefore, we find cotton 
at its lowest price, as has been the case dur- 
ing the present year, it is natural that we 
should turn with interest to the price of sil- 
ver to see whether its old relation is kept 
up. Any farmer can investigate this matter 
for himself. Silveris lower now than it has 
been in many years, and so is cotton. We 
need not stop to inquire inte the cause 
of the sympathy that exists between 
the price of silver and the price of cotton. 
The fact demonstrates. itself. When 
silver falls, cotton falls; when silver

This is a matter the farmers should think 
of. The free coinage of silver here would 
take their cotton and their wheat from un- 
der the control of British interests. When 
English merchants wanted a dollar’s worth 
of American cotton they would have to pay 
a dollar in British gold forit. The price of 
southern cotton would at once go up, and 
we should hear little talk of overproduction. 


Cold Weather Needed. 

We have had a touch of cool weather, but 
no cold weather worth mentioning. 

- The forecasts of the experts are rather 
conflicting. Some predict a mild open 
winter, and other say that there will be 
very cold spells in January. 

The past two or three winters have been 
too mild in this region. We need periods 
of severe cold at this season. It is good for 
both man and beast, good for the soil, good 
for the crops, and it.is good for the general 
health of the country. A cold wave that 
will kill the germs of disease in the far south 
is needed now more than any other one 
thing that could be named. 

It is not too late for all sorts of weather. 
Before the winter is over we may get more 
than our share of blizzards and freezes. If 
they come they will do more good than 
harm. A genuine winter, with sleet and 
snow, and freezing cold always helps us. 
Even at its worst, in this section, winter 
does not last long enough to cause much 
suffering.

The poem was not above the average. 
Plenty of better verse comes in every week, 
for which the writers ask no remuneration. 
But our correspondent has read of the 
tempting rewards of authorship, and the 
pressure of hard times makes it necessary 
for her to earn money. It seems so easy to 
write a short poem and get a check for it. 
Paper and postage are cheap, and in no other 
way can good returns be secured for such a 
small outlay. 

So reasoned the writer of this poor little 
poem. And she is not the only one that is 
doomed to disappointment. Some time ago 
a girl urged us to pay for her first attempts 
in the story line so that she could buy a 
piano. Another girl wanted to furnish fifty- 
two short sketches in a year for forty dollars 
apiece. 

Now, these amateur writers would laugh 
at the idea of trying to draw or paint for the 
public without instruction, study and practice. 
Yet they take it for granted that their first 
cradle efforts in the writing line are more 
than worth their weight in gold. 

This is an age of great literary activity. 
The general education of the masses has 
produced hundreds of writers where there 
is room only for a dozen or two, The sup- 
ply of even good work exceeds the demand. 
Naturally, this overstocking of the literary 
market has caused publishers and editors to 
give the preference to the well-known names 
that will attract a large number of readers, 
A fairly good poem or sketch by an unknown 
writer will pass unnoticed, but one not a 
whit better with a famous signature will be 
read and talked about. 

But it will be said that new writers are all 
the time coming tothe front. This is true, 
Talent, determination and hard work will 
accomplish wonders, but why waste so much 
of itin the comparatively unremunerative 
literary field, when success is easier and more 
profitable in other occupations? 

Our advice to the person who is compelled 
to earn money for the needs of next week or 
next year is to try any honorable work ex- 
cept that of grinding out so-called literary 
stuff. The first thing to be done is to secure 
regular employment. Then, if the toiler 
must write, let such by-play be the pastime 
of an idle hour. 


Wrecked in Port. 

Joseph Pulitzer, of The New York 
World, is about fifty years old, and is a 
physical wreck. 

Twenty-five years ago Pulitzer had a 
strong constitution, and was apparently 
capable of any amount of work. He had 
extraordinary will power and ambition, and 
labored night and day to make himself a 
successful journalist and a rich man. 

He started without money or friends, and 
had a hard struggle. But he realized his 
dream. His great newspaper, his real 
estate, his yacht and other visible signs of 
wealth all speak for themselves. 

Such success has to be paid for, and Mr. 
Pulitzer is paying for it now. A recent 
Paris letter says that he is in that city,, an 
invalid too feeble to give much attention to 
his paper. The other day he entertained a 
friend at dinner. The host could eat noth- 
ing, and to his friend! he said that he would 
gladly give up success and wealth if he 
could only regain his former health. Now, 
he can only eat a few bits and drink only a 
few swallows prescribed by his physician. 
He cannot stand excitement, aud can see 
only dimly through his glasses. With an 
active mind, he is virtually a prisoner fret- 
ting over his inability to continue his work.

About to Be Converted. 

Referring to the silver question The New 
York World remarks that “the thing 
wanted is true enlightenment, 
trinaire dogmatism.’’ If this statement is 
intended to show that the world has reached 
a point where it is willing to discuss the 
question of free coinage, we must con- 
gratulate our contemporary on its determi- 
nation to ignore the sinister influences 
which have succeeded in befuddling the 
majority of the metropolitan editors.

The one statement which the goldolators 
fall back on when they are pushed to the 
wall, is to the effect that free coinage here 
would make the United States the dumping- 
ground! of all of Europe’s depreciated silver. 
A great many ignorant people have been 
impressed by this statement,’ for it carries 
with it the idea of billions of tons of silver 
with which Europe is ready to overwhelm us. 

The World, however, has been supplied, 
as it says, with some very interesting facts by 
a gentleman who has held high and respon- 
sible office in the treasury department.

Another convict story developed in the peniten- 
tiary oflice yesterday—this time a decidedly 
unique one. It came from a letter which Captain 
T. J. James, one of the lessees, read to Colonel 
Jones, and shows that convicts are not allas bad 
as painted. The letter was from aman just from 
a convict camp, James Martin by name. It was 
written in a very crude style, misspelled and 
without any regard for the laws of grammar or 
rhetoric, but it had an honest ring about it that 
18 Certainly not common among convicts. Martin 
was convicted of manslaughter in Burke 
county a little over a year ago, and sentenced toone 
year inthe chaingang. He was received in De- 
cember, last year, and escaped the May following. 
Fiity dollars reward was offered for his capture 
by Captain James, and he was caught in about a 
week after his escape. His time was out Decem- 
ber 16th last, and he was discharged 
and went home. As soon as he 
arrived there he wrote a letter 
to Captain James expressing penitence tor having 
escaped and for having cost Captain James §5v, 
which was paid to his capturer. He wrote to offer 
to work for Captain James to repay him the $650. 
He had no money, but would work for Captain 
James until it was paid. Captain James likes the 
honesty of the ex-convict and he is going to help 
him out. He says he will get the negro a 
good job, 

This is the first case of its kind known to the 
penitentiary department.

His Bond Placed at $1,000—Lem Dean and 
Henry F. Brooks Held as Accomplices.

Will Be Introduced in the Hearing of 
Criminal Cases 


BY THE NEW LAW IN EFFECT JANUARY 5. 


It Will Greatly Expedite the Hearing of 
Cases, and the Jails Will Be Cleared 
Much More Rapidly. 


A new era will be inaugurated in the hear- 
ing of criminal cases in this state, after Janu- 
ary 5th next. 

By it criminals will be more speedily pun- 
ished, and the innocent will be set free 
without languishing for weeks in a dungeon. 

It will completely revolutionize the modes 
of procedure in all criminal cases where bills 
of exception are filed, and in such cases an 
immediate hearing will be had. 

The bill, which became a law on September 
7th, last, wasintroduced in the house by Mr. 
Fieming, of Richmond, and to his able cham- 
pionship is due its passage. 

It found strong advocates among the leading 
attorneys of the state. 

Judge George F. Gober and Solicitor Charles 
D. Hill were strong supporters of the measure, 
and went before the special judiciary commit- 
tee of the house and made strong speeches in 
favor of its passage. 

The bill means a great saving for the state, 
and, under its provisions, those wrongfully ac- 
cused will get a hearing at once: 

The bill is as follows: 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia, That all bills of exceptions 
in criminal cases tried in the courts of this state, 
after 120 days from the passage of this act, shall 
as regards the practice both in the lower court 
andinthe supreme court, relaiing to the time 
and manner of. signing, filing, serving, 
transmitting and hearing the same, 
be poe in all respects, where applicable, 
by the laws and rules now of force in reference to 
bills of exceptions in cases of injunctions, and it 
shall be thetduty of the supreme court to givea 

ng and determination in such crimi- 
nal cases either under existing rules or under 
special rules to be formulated by said court for 
that purpose,andif the judgment of the court 
below is affirmed in the supreme court, the clerk 
of the supreme court shall transmit casi: ae 4 the 
remittur to the clerk of the court from which the

SO RECOMMENDS THE CORONER'S JURY 


Over the Body of Oscar Bridges—Mean- 
ing the Overhead Bridge at 
McDaniel Street. 


Twelve lives. 
That’s the record of the McDaniel street 


bridge. 

And it must go. 

So says the coroner’s jury in the case of 
Oscar Bridges, the last victim of the deadly 
bridge. 

Coroner Davis empaneled a jury to investi- 
gate the case yesterday afternoon, at the old 
East Tennessee passenger depot. 

Immediately upon the assembling of the 
jury, one of the-jurymen moved that the room 
be cleared, but representatives .of the road, 
who had a stenographer present, objected 
strongly. 

Mr. Davis was not certain about the pro- 
priety of such an act, but as the jury was 
uvanimously in favor of it, the room was 
cleared and the investigation was had with 
closed doors. Only one witness was admitted 
at a time. 

It was developed that Bridges was a brake- 
man on the road, and was standing at his post 
of duty on top of the train when knocked 
between the cars. It was his third day’s work 
with the company, his first trip with that 
crew, and he had been to!d to look out for 
overhead bridges. It was in_ testimony 
that an ordinary man cannot stand erect on 
top of a car and pass under the bridge. 

The finding of the jury was in accordance 
with these facts, and they further recom- 
mended as follows: 

We, the jury in the foregoing case, further rec- 
ommend that since this is the tenth or twelfth 
man killed by this bridge, that the grand jury in- 
vestigate the three bridges from Whitehall to 
McDaniel streets, to the end that the proper par- 
ties may be indicted and the bridges changed. 

Accidents at this bridge ars frequent occu r- 
rences, and the step taken toward having the 
matter remedied is one in the right direction. 

The grand jury can hardly fail to act upon 
the recommeudaton of the coroner’s jury, and 
some good may come of it.
